(of which I have given a notorious Inftance) 
but a Proclamation containing the Subftance 
of it is Order’d to be Read Yearly in our 
Churcdhesin time of Divine Service, every Sun- 
day the next before the 30th of Fanuary, as 
a Prizparation for the Sad Solemmnity of that

Day, and fo it, is Intermixt with our Holy 


Offices, and it is Made a Part of them thus 
Pubkickly and Solemnlyin the Prefence of God, 
and in the Face ot the World, to Renounce 
that Damnable Doéttrin of Coercion over Kings, 
particularly over the Perfons of the Kings of 
this Realm, either by the Pretended Autho- 
rity of Parliament or People, or any other 


-Perfon or Perfons whatfoever.

ance of that Aé, and which is indeed a 
Repetition of it. Of which thofe Clergy had 


.need have a Care who thall 2egleé? it. 


_ Rebearfal. Ther is not fo Solemn and fo 
Authentich an Atteftation to any other At of 
Parliament as to this, no, not to AZagna Char- 
ta which does not come into our Churches, as 
not being fuppos’d to have fo much of Con- 
fcience in it, or of what is Effential to the 
Prefervation and Support of the Government, 
and the Peace and Happine/s of the Nation. 








(2.) Conntry-m. Therefore the Obfervater 
Infifting upon this Particular 4&, which he 
knew was fo well fupported, and offering 
fuch filly Arguments againft it, as of its be- 
ing Antiquated, and Virtually Repeal’d, was 
Playing directly to your Hand, and Cutting 
the Throat of Coercion in the moft Effetuab 
Manner! This looks like Concert ! 

But, Mafter, it looks liker a Plot of yours 
to draw the Whiggs into a Noofe, and know- 
ing where your Fort was Impregnable, to Drill 
them on to Attack where you were fure to 
Vangmfh them, and had a Aue to Spring 
wou’d blow them all into the 4 ! é;

Nor 
will Jie under the Scandal of feeming to ever- 
throw the Undoubred and Fundamental Laws of 
the Realm, or what is fo Declar’d by 4& 
of Parliament ;.as the Crown being free from 
Coercion is declar’d in the Statute 12 Car. 2. 
c. 30. Which therefore is never. like to be 
Repeal'd, for if it were Repeald, that Repeal 
wou'd be Difputed, as being contrary to the 
Undoubted and Fundamental Law of the 
Realm, And it wou’d Suppofe, That King and 
Parliament are not a Fudge of what is Law. 
And if fo,then the Repeal wou’d Repeal it felf. 
For it cou’d ftand upon no other Foundation 
than that of King and Parliament .And by this 
it woud be Apparent that Law aitd Conftinn- 
tion Signify Nothing. | 
King and Parliament may Repeal any Law 
of their own making, or.of any former Par- 
liament. And fo they might thisef 12 Car. II. 
if is had only Enacted again{t Coercion, but it 
did not Enaét but Recogmize and Declare what 
was the Undoubted and Fundamental Law of 


‘England from the Beginning. And if ano. 


ther Parliament fhou’d Declare Contrary to 
this, then where fhou’d we find our Uz- 
doubted. and Fundamental Law? We thou’d 
b 













































be all in Confufion, and our Conftitution 

wou'd be Utterly Loft. 
Therfore & think we may Reafonably 

Aappofe that tio Parliament will venture up- 
on fuch a Stroke as this. For it wou’d Un- 
dermine and Deftroy their own Authority. 
And they woud be no longer Judges of 
what is Law. 

And who then fhall be Fudge? Will you, 
Mr. Objervator, leave it in the Crewn?—— 
I fee you Stare at That! You’r Frighted out 
of your Wits! What then wou’d become of 
your Noble Patriot-Barons, of all the Lewd 
and Whigg Harangues about Liberty and Pro- 
perty from Forty One and Downwards, where- 
by the Silly People were Gull’d into Rebel- 
lion, and Perfuaded to Cut one anothers 
Fhroats, for fear of their Lives!

(7.) By the Learning and the Phizg of it, I gnef 
it to be from fome little Prigg of a Non Con, who 
wou’d be Meddling, and may gain Reputation in being 
Overcome, for that he had Ventur’d! I Challenge 
the REHEARSAL (fays he). to foew me in what part of 
the Service of the Church, the Prieft doth Offer that Sacri- 
fice. If he wou’d know the Senfe of our Church in this 
‘matter, let him firft look into the Second Part of the 
| Homily, Concerning the Sacarment. And there he will 
find, That the Godly Fathers, Named it EUCHARISTIA, 
that is, Thanksgrving. Whence it has with us the 
Name of the Eucharift. And in the Colle# immediately 
after the Celebration, we pray God, Mercifully to accept 
This our SACRIFICE of Praife and Thankfgiving. Tn 
the Greek Tranflation it is the Sacrifice of the Eusharift. 
And ther is no Thank/giving at al} in that Colle to which 
this might Refer. It is all Supplication and Interceffion. 
And. there we Offer this Sacrifice on behalf of our feives, 
and of All the whole Church. And fay after, Albough 
we be Unworthy to Offer unto Thee any Sacrifice —smem 
the firft Liturgy of K. Edw, VI. and in. the Scotch-Li- 
turgy this Colled is put before the Confecration. But 
all the Difference is, that in the one we pray God 
to Accept the Sacrifice we are now about to Offers 
and in the other, What we have now Offer’d. 

In the Preface to Mr. Scandret’s Book of Sacrifice the 
Divine Service, to which I refer’d you Vol. 3. Ne 37 
you will find feveral Bifbops, Divines, and other Learned 








Men of the Church of England, far from all Sufpicion of 
Popery, who have Afferted the H. Sacrament to be @ 
Sacrifice as fully as I have done, 

Now, Sir, it is Incumbent upon you to fhew where 
the Church of England hasdeny’d this H. Sacrament to 
be a Sacrifice. But what fhe fays in her Articles againft 
the Popifh sy or of the Mafs, you (Modeftly! ) turn, 
as if meant of that Sacramemt and Sacrifice which fhe 
her felf do’s offer.
